The  communication-;  respecting  China 
are  particularly  gratitying.  Dr  Morrison, 
and  the  Missionaries  at  Malacca,  have  en- 
deavoured  to  supply  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  decease  ol  the  laic  Dr.  ^lilne  ;  and,  troiu 
a  letter  received  a  short  time  since,  it  ap¬ 
pears.  that  during  the  throe  years  preceding 
May,’l8‘Jo,  30  Trac^sin  the  Chinese 
language  and  .3,30i)  in  tin*  Mabiy ,  Inid  been 
printed  and  circulated  at  the  expense  ot  your 
Society. 

Dr.  Morrison  is  now  returned  to  this 
coniitry,  and  ndatos  many  iinpoitant  ami 
encouraging  particulars  respeciing  th»*  cir¬ 
culation  of  these  Tracts.  .Vt  Maliieca,  those 
in  the  Malay  are  often  to  be  seen  ailixtal  to 
the  walls  of  the  nalivt*  liabitations ;  anil,  by 
tlie  vi.‘ssels  which  trade  to  various  jtorts  ot 
China,  those  in  the  Chinese  language  are 
introduced  into  places  inucessible  to  Imiv- 
peans. 

W'e  must  not  cxf)cct  that  all  these  Tracts 
will  prove  useful ;  many  tnay  perish — others 
may  be  ilestroyeil — but  there  is  ground  to 
hojj(*,  that  some  of  the  bread  tluis  ea.-.i  upon 
the  waters,  will  be  Ibuiul  afti  r  many  d  ivs. 
Dr.  Morrison  states,  that  he  h.ts  known  ni- 
stui.ces  of  Chinese  Tracts  being  eaiehdly 
stored  among  the  valuables  of  a  laiuiiy.  so 
that,  if  neglected  by  the  present  possessors, 
ttiey  may  speak  to  their  cliildren,  and  gene¬ 
rations  vet  unborn.

of  the  Gospel  to  more  than  three  hundred 
millions  of  souls.  It  is  remarkable,  that 
while  entrance  is  refused  to  every  other 
means  of  instruction,  peculiar  facilities  are 
presented  to  the  operations  of  the  press.  A 
very  large  proportion  of  this  immense  po¬ 
pulation  possesses  the  ability  to  read  ;  and 
even  the  female  mind,  which,  among  Eastern 
nations  generally,  is  kept  in  a  state  of  com¬ 
plete  ignorance,  there,  is  far  more  favoiirablv 
situated,  for  the  daughters  of  China  are 
mostly  instructed  in  the  rudiments  of  iearn-  : 
inc,  and  some  among  tliem,  as  in  our  favoui  - 
ed  land,  are  celebrated  in  the  literary  annals 
uf  their  country.  To  these  facts  may  be 
added,  that  Tracts  have,  for  many  agesj 
been  circulated  in  China;  not,  alas!  bear¬ 
ing 'testimony  respecting  Him  “of  wliom 
Moses  and  the  prophets  wrote,*'  but  incul¬ 
cating  the  worship  of  idols,  or  mer«*ly  rcit- 
ering  the  precepts  of  the  moralists  and  sages 
of  other  times,  'rims  your  little  messen¬ 
gers  are  peculiarly  fitted  for  that  country  :
